Pure drinking Water fs obtained by purnping from the 
Jamapa River, with filters and settling. beds at Tejar, 
about fourteen kilometers from Vera Cruz, to a distribu- 
ting reservoir at Medaho del Perro, a point forty meters 
above Vera Cruz, whence it is to be run by gravitation to 
the city, affording a supply of 225 liters per capita per 
day for 60,000 people, or double the present population.

To place this productive section of the republic in closer 
touch with the outside world, as well as to establish a liv- 
ing link between the Pacific Coast and the Mexican cap- 
ital, actuated the government to undertake the harbor 
improvements at Manzanillo, leading to the contract with 
Col. Smoot. He has had |! experience in harbor works, 
his last contract being for those at Galveston. He is a 
member of the American Society of Civil Engineers, gnd 
has been in Mexico about eight years. His offices are at 
Puente Alvarado 12, Mexico. All that scientific engineer- 
ing, to the least and last detail, as well as conscientious 
work, could accomplish in this undertaking, has charac- 
terizei Col. Smoot’s efforts. During the fever epidemic 
at Mazatlan there was some trouble apprehended as to 
the spread of the disease to Manzanillo to aggravate the 
local conditions there, but this was admirably handicd 
by the official system of quarantine. In every way the 
Mexican government has aided the concessionaire, the 
officials of the Department of Public Improvements have 
given him every facility in their power. The Government 
Inspector, Col. Carlos Ramiro, who is one of the bright- 
est engineers in this country, has invariably reported io 
a favorable manner upon the progress of this work, 

Under the govérnment’s concession Col. Smoot was re-

At the clore of its report to the United States Congress, 
the Nica Commission admitted that a rail- 
way from the United States to the Pacific, running 
through Northern Mexico, would more than offset the ad- 
vantages sccured to commerce even by the Nicaragua 
route. 
The harbor of Manzanillo is eleven kilometers long by 
eight kilometers in width, and has a frontage of five kil- 
ometers. It resembles the San Francisco harbor, but is 
without the disadvantages of that Californian port, for 
it has no reefs, sand bars or adverse currents. It is pro- 
tected west and south by ranges of hils, and the artifi- 
cial breakwater will further protect it from the western 
sea. The entrance at no point is narrower than two 
kilometers, and yet there is space enough at the north 
end of the harbor for wind to impel sailing vessels to the 
open. When completed the harbor will be large enough 
to accommodate 100 vessels, and the minimum depth will 
be at iow water twenty-four feet. The concentric cur- 
rents will keep the harbor clear after the excavationa.

Mr. Tucker attributes his success to the fact that he 
and lived on these lands himself for the greater part of these 
eleven years, and went throvgh all the varying vicissitudes 
of a tenderfoot in learning from actual genes a the requis- 
ites for permanent success. In tropica shag wines as in 
any other branch of business, tne Soe 
important item to be taken into consideration. Money can 
be made or lost.in taking hold of and developing tropical | 
lands; and that Mr. Tucker ier ows how is evidenced by the 
fact that he himself has suc | in doing what he advises 
others to do. He commenced at the bottom and worked out 
his own ealvation. In a neat little 
published, called “Tucker's 
a ertinent facts as to how he started, and what he accom- 
shed. He says, in part: 

“When I first came I cleared fifty acres ink. land now owned 
by the Ramie Company. The clearing cost about $13 per 
acre. I began planting corn May 20; the yield was enormous, 
but <—— to my lack of experience I ‘lest half of my crop by 
aot doubling down the corn during the rainy season in order 
to keep the ears dry. As it was, I managed to secure about 
twenty bushels to the acre. This was sold for seventy-five 
cents per bushel. This crop was harvested in September. I 
then laid the stalks on the ground in rows and cleaned an 
intervening space, which I intended to plant immediately in 
tobacco. October 1 I began tobacce plants. By 
November 20 I had out over 250,000 plants. They occupied 
less than thirty acres. tobacco matured in ninety ys 
from the time it was set out, and netted me $9 per arroba (36 
cents per pound.) When duly cured, it took 1000 of my 
plants to weigh 100 pounds. During the season of trans- 
planting. the tobacco worms bt particularly troublesome. 
and materially reduced the output. When the tobacco had 
sixty days’ growth, I planted b ek Mexican beans between 
the rows, without any extra clearing or cleaning of the land. 
This was about the. latter part of November. On about 
fifteen acres I planted corn between the bean rows as fast 
as the tobacco was harvested. On the remaining. part I

when every man was his own banker; when property did not 
have the safeguards it has today in the magnificent republic 
of Mexico; revolution was in the air, and this country not 
only- had a poor financial standing abroad, but was har- 
assed at home by adventurous and revolutionary politicians, 
Mexico was making for ultimate independence, although suf- 
fering from internecine strife and foreign mterventios, ond 
there were no banks, no es ments of local or foreign 
credit, and people operated either through private concerns 
in .oeir fore remissions and collections, or direct through 
c and remissions of specie. Into such a needy 
situation the Bank of London and Mexico enteret. fully 
equipped with the finest financial machinery known at that 
time. it soon commanded the respect and tronage of the 
wealthy and influential Mexicans, who saw that this banking 
institution provided a substantial and safe medium fer their 
[A full statement of the condition of this 

bank appears elsewhere in this issue.) 

The present bank separated from the nt institution in 
1889. In that year the capital stock was $1,000,000, which sum 
was increased in 1892 to $3,000,000.

It com- 
menced in 1873, and run from this city to Tacubaya, Tlalpam, 
Popotia and La Piedad. On Christmas Day, 1877, the reor-

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THE MEXICAN CAPITAL. 
BOUT 1500 B. C. the Olmecas, of Tartar origin, sup- 


who picked up fragmentary links left by Josephus, re- 
lates vaguely the story of ancient Mexico to the moment 
when, under the arch of twenty. centuries, the Aztec’ 
shifted into the scene. “Drifting from the Californias, 
this rude race reached Mexico. Five hundred years of 
wandering found the Aztec entering this storied valley, 
which he circled for full a century, seeking rest for 
his pilgrim feet; his hand against every man and every 
man’s hand against him—an Ishmaelite of the West. 
_. The Aztecs, in 1825 A. D., assembled on Lake Tezcuco 
and from thence sent priests to select a site for the 
Mexican capital. This was selected on a small islet be- 
tween the Plaza de Santo Domingo and the cathedral 
 gite, where upon a thorny nopal or cactus they found 
an eagle holding in its beak a writhing serpent. Their 
little city covered what would now be a city block, and 
it was called Tenochtitlan, in honor of its founder, The 
first dwellings were of reeds and rushes, but gradually 
lava stone from the adjoining Pedregal, and basalt from 
the western hills were employed. The capital had in 
1519, when Cortez came, about 300,000 inhabitants, and 
was about one-quarter the size of the city of today. 
In shape it was a parallelogram, connected with the 
mainland by three large causeways of stone and earth. 
There were three lakes, the Tezcuco (salt water.) tor 
' Chaleo and Xochimiico «sweet water.) The 8th of 
November saw the fall of the Aztec empira On that 
day Cortez and Moctezuma met near the site of the 
Hospital de Jesus, and from that moment commenced 
the dissolution of the Aztec empire. | 

After Cortez had captured and reduced the Aztec capi- 
tal, he created the town of Colhoacan, a suburb to the 
south, the first town built upon the American continent 
by white men, and one year later he commenced to 
oceupy the capital city of Mexico. : 

In the year 1600 the Mexican capital had within the 
city walls 1,304,800 square meters; without the walls, 
2,040,915 square meters—a total of 3,345,716 square 
meters. In 1861 it had 5,181,173 square meters, and in 
1903 10,055,116 square meters. Its poppiation was in 
1519, 300,000 Aztecs, who lived in 120,000 houses. I 
1600 there were 8000 Aztecs and 7000 Spaniards, whi 

» gives color to the almost incredible stories of whole- 
sale massacres of the Indians by the Spaniards. The 
teal propérty in 1600 was worth $20,000,000; in 1675 the 

population was 40,000; in 1746, 90,000; in 1786, 112,925; 
4in 1878, 180,000, and the Federal District had attained 
meanwhile a population of 241,000. In 1888 the value 
of real estate had risen to $180,000,000, and in 1902 the 
8486 houses in the capital were valued at $350,000,000, 
exclusive of 350 unoccupied lots in the city, valued at 
$175,000,000, and 2250 properties in the Federal District 
valued at $150,000,000. The direct taxes in 1902 were:

(1900) gave to the Federal District 550,000 inhabitants, 
and to Mexico City 425,000; of the latter 150,000 were of

At the time of the Spanish conquest there were few, 
if any, two-story houses in the capital; the buildings 
were erected tier upon tier, with slanting sides, square 
shaped like the Egyptian houses, buttressed affairs, the.

There were airy 
windows without glass, set In square towers; also fig- 
ured portals or arcades, with slanting arches formed 
of stone monoliths, sometimes of astonishing size: over- 
hanging balconies and roofs that Tee in air. 
There were gardens on the lakes and in the air, 
and Cortez found them full of a silent, scornful, suspi- 
clous and severe race. The city was surrounded by 
water lying equidistant between the Pefion- and Cha- 
pultepec, and the water of the lakes reached Chapulte- 
pec at that time. Since then Lake Xochimiico has 
shrunk one-half, while Chaico has been drained and its 
bottom turned into fields of corn and barley. 

The ancient capital was divided into four sections: 
Teopan, Moyotla, Cuepapam and Aztacoalco, names pre- 
scribed by the Spaniards for the alphabetless Aztec. 
The palaces of Moctezuma were huge affairs, singularly 
decorated.

: HE REPUBLIC OF MEXICO lies between parallels 

14 degrees 30 minutes @@ seconds and 32° degrees 

42 minutes of latitude North, and between 12 degrees, 
21 minutes longitude East of Mexico City, and 18 cGegrees, 
longitude West of Mexico City. The republic is bounded 
on the north by the United States, on the southeast by 
British Balize and the republic of Guatemala: east by 


Ocean. The surface is 1,987,201 miriaras (square meters,) 
the greatest length 3126 kilometers northwest to south- 
east, starting from the initial point on the Pacific Coast 
of the dividing line between Mexico and the United 
States, to the Suchiata plantation near the mouth of that 
river in the Pacific. The greatest width east and west 
is 7226 kilometers from the mouth of the Rio Grande 
to the mouth of the Rio Fuerte. The narrowest point 
is the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, 216 kilometers, from the 
of tzacoalicos to San Francisco del Mar on the 
Cc.

EVOLUTION. 
HE veins of a nation are its railroads, and its nerves 
are telegraph lines, but Mexico had neither veins nor 
nerves sixty-five years aga while the elaboration of 
the arterial and nervous system of railroads and tele- 
graphs has practically dated f the year 1880, wheu 
the railway era may be said t6 have commenced. 

The rajiway system of Mexico now includes fifvy-nine 
_ railroads, xbout 20,000 kilometers, practically all stand- 
ard gauge. 

The telegraph system consists of 73,463 kiiometers, and 
the telephone 35,357, muking a total wire nerving of 
108,820 kilometers. 

In 1878 Mexico had only 539 kilometers of railroad, 
carrying that year 723,824 passengers and 150,473 tons of 
freight, with a revenue of $1,848,345, and in the year 1901 
the showing had increased to 13,416 kilometers, carrying 
10,709,462 passengers and 7,522,923 tons of freight with a 
revenue of $46,525,478. ‘

HE imitial raiiroad venture in Mexico was the con- 
struction of the Mexican {Vera Crus) 

which was participated In by two Americana, Messrs. 
Thomas Braniff and Maj. Robert B. Gorsuch, sarviving 
old-timers. Mr. Braniff's financial ability was exercised 
oppyrtunels during a cfitical period in the construction 
of this railway. This pioneer railroad, which was agi- 
tated in 1837, was really commenced in 1867, the delay 
being due to the prevalence of revolutions. .When Gen, 
Antonio Lopez-de Santu Afia was President of the re- 
public in 1857, Antonie Escandon secured the right to; 
constract a line,.and in 1863 be was secured in his, con- 
cession and a consolidated fund of the public debt was 
created, amounting to $8,000,000, bearing 5 per cent. inter- 
est, the capita! payable in twenty-five years. The 
French intervention prevented operations, and in 16646 
Mr. Escandon transferred his concession to the Imperial 
Mexican Railway Company, the transfer being approveJd 
by Mavximiiian in 1865. Upon the restoration of the 
republic, only 134 miles had been completed, and 
declared the concession void aé’ a contract made with “a 
government seeking the overthrow of the Mexican re- 
public.” In May, 1867, a detree was issued restoring. the 
rights and work was resumed in “November of that year 
under the general direction of Mr. Buchanan, C.B. The

© the public. In 1867. the Federal telegraph system was 

commenced, and then measured kilometers. In 1876 
when Gen. Diag was elected president, Mexico had 7927 
kilometers of Federal telegraph lines and 4927 kilometers 
of private lines. By 1897 the Federal telegraph system 
measured 45,000 kilometers, with 342 offices. These local 
systems bound together at that time 164 places, and 
these did not include the telegraph lines of the railroad 
companies, which were then 10,000 kilometers in length, 
with 422 offices, making a gfand total of 74;756 kilometers 

te lines, with 928 offices. 

According to the figures given me by Mr. Camillo Gon- 
zales, director of the Federal Telegraph Company, and 
his assistant, Mr. F. A. Soni, there were on June 30, 1903, 
50,568 kilometers of telegraph in the Federal system, and 
753.8 kilometers of cable ‘service, with 41§ offices. The 


maximum price of telegraphic messages in the Federal 


system in the republic is $2 for the first ten words, and 
20 cents for each additional word, and the minimum is 
12 cents for ten words within the Federal District. 

Additional to the Federal system, there were on De- 
cember' 31, 1901, the following: State telegraphs, 6017 
kilometers; private lines, 3942 kilometers; railroad lines, 
12,0386 kilometers—a total of 22,8986 kilometers. 

There were at that time aiso of city telephones 6562 
kilometers; outside the city, 27,067 kilometers; railroad, 
1788 kilometers—being a total of 35,357 kilometers tele- 
phone system, making the total telegraph and telephone 

 gystem 108,820 kilometers, independent of the 753.8 cable 
service: and including this, the grand total would be 
109,573.8 kilometers. Mexico’ has four submarine cables.

The 
difficulties seemei as insurmountable as the mountain 
shapes that stubbornly opposed the advance of the loco- 
motive. The road for many months penetrated the moun- 
tain division between Mexico and Toluca, and the entire 
construction called for infinite patience. January 1, 1882, 
saw the completion of 550 miles. Monterey was reached 
in that year, and the road was open to traffic from Lare.o- 
to Corpus Christi, 400 miles distant form Saltillo, which 
was entered in 1883. From Mexico City northward the line 
was opened January 1, 1883, to Acambaro, 172 miles dis- 
tant, and up to 1884, 870 miles had been finished. It was 
finally completed in 1885. ees 

Up to that time the sum of $60,000,000 had been ¢x- 
pended in this republic by Americans, of which 75 per 
eent. had been invested in railroads and mines, the 
greater part of which was used in the completion of the 
Central and National railroags. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that American investments now reach $700,000,000. 
By the change in gauge, the picturesque mountain sec- 
tion via Toluca to Gonzalez Station has been cut off the 
main line, but will always be a favorite side trip for tour- 
ists. This division remains narrow-gauge, as also the 
Morelia division. The ride between Mexico City and To- 
luca is traly beautiful. Soon after leaving the Colonia 
/Station in the capital, one passes through Ahe approach 
of the olf Spanish acqueducts, and beyond the grim 
Castic of Chapultepec, through fields of corn and im- 
mensé@ pulque plantations. Between Naucalpan and Rio 
Hondo the milder scenic effects are forgotten in ‘the 
startling mountain scenery.

Emperor -Iturbide 
created in 1822 an order of the P beep of Guadalupe. The 
first President changed his na “Felix Fernandez,” to 
Guadalupe Victoria. On Waveadber 27, 1824, the Congress 
decreed the 12th day of December to be a national holi- 
day. The presidents Guerrero, Alvarez, Comonfort and 
also Emperor Maximilian made solemn and official pil- 
grimages to this sanctuary. 


The interior of the church is \well-nigh perfect, the 
only blemish being the old-fashioned wooden ficors. The
